"Under the federal act, Individual 
farmers may secure credit by using 
cither local banks or their own co- 
opeivuivo credit associations, organ- 
ized under stnto laws, but these state 
laws must authorize the formation of 
such associations and felvo them the 
necessary financial powers," the Sec- 
retary said. "Unless tlilo is done, tho 
full benefit of the federal act cannot 
bo obtained.

over the nation from coast to coast alqng the 
parallels of latitude of New England, pumpkin 
pie became a thing elevated beyond tho mere 
human Idea of something ordinary to cat.

To get 
all that in the ordinary course of commercial or 
professional service would cost him at least a 
thousand dollars. 


He can pret H from the government through the 


division oC building and housing of the depart- 
ment of commerce for 5 cents. That insignificant 
sum will secure him a compilation of thfi best ex- 
pert opinion that the department has been able 
to command. 
It Is onu of the results ot Sec- 


retary Hoover's program of cooperation between 
the government and all building interests to es- 
tablish bettor nnd more uniform standards for 
house construction and lo disseminate informa- 
tion as to housing facilities. 


Numerous standards for building materials have 


been fixed and accepted by the building 'trade. 
Standard plans for small homes liave been pre- 
pared and are available to the public at a nomin- 
al cost, and the architects are now working out a 
scries of unit houses which give promise that ul- 
timately home owners may "enlarge or repair their 
houses mcrly by ordering "parts" or "units." 


The government experts will tell you how much 


to pay for a housa and tho percentage of your in- 
come to devote to monthly or annual payments. 
They will advise you as to the amount of wavings 


i required, how to take care of your savings, and 
as to all phases of the financial operations you 
must sec through in the course of acquiring a 
lic.me. They have sugKcstionM to offer as to the 
location of a home with reference to transporta- 
tion facilities, land values, character ot the neigh- 
borhood, proximity of schools, parks, and play- 
grounds, and having the title examined. As to 
tho house itself they havo ideas that you may 
make yours with regard to general arrangcmcnr, 
living room and fireplace, dining room, kitchen, 
bedroom!) and closets, bathroom, stairways, base- 
ment, exterior and setting. 
And when it nomes 


to the actual building they will tell you about 
getting :i permit, choosing a contractor, paying 
him and chocking him up on the things that can 
not bo seen.

The first big fiuestion, if not tho most Important, 


for'the wonltl-bo home owner to settle Is as to 
how much he should pay for Ills properly. Thie 
does not mean the determination of (lie value of 
tlu) real 'estate he is to nc^iuiro, and the cost of 
building, but; rathor how much lie can afford to 
invest on tho basis of his income. The govern- 
ment specialists In that line, after making exten- 
sive researches have como to tho conclusion that 
the value of 'house and lot /irdlnarlly should bn 
between one and two-thli'cfs and two and a half 
times tlifl family Income. This makes the usual 
proportion twice I.ho Income. 


Thus the man with a $2.000 fhcome can afford 


to own-a ?'l,000 home, while the man with .$5,000 
a year can pay for and maintain a $10,000 estab- 
lishment. 


Of course this estimate Is not a hard and fast 


one. Differing conditions make for fluctuations in 
it. Kor example, a family living in a small town 
and having a garden and small poultry yard can 
afford a more expensive home -tlm a family with 
tho same' income living in a city or suburb with 
higher taxes ml street car or railroad fares to 
add to the cost of living. No detlnltc rule or rec- 
ommendation is madi) as to the percentage of 
tHe income that can or should be devoted to pay- 
inj; for the house and meeting the other ex- 
penses Incident to owning a home.
